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SUBJECT: PROPOSED REMARKS OF DEAN OF DIPLOMATIC CORPS 
ON POLISH NATIONAL DAY: ACTION RECOMMENDATION 

REF: WARSAW 4777 

1 . THE REMARKS WHICH PILOTOVICH INTENDS TO MAKE JULY 21 ARE 
THE UNADORNED SOVIET LINE, ALTHOUGH PRESUMABLY SOME EFFORT 
HAS BEEN AMDE TO AVOID PROVOCATIVE STATEMENTS. NEVERTHELESS, 

THEY DO NOT CONSTITUTE THE KIND OF LO WEST-COMMON-DENOMINATOR 
SPEACH HE MIGHT 

FITTINGLY MAKE AS DEAN OF THE DIPLOMATIC CORPS ON AN OCCASION 
WHENHE IS PRESUMED TO BE SPEAKING FOR THEM, HIS COLLEAGUES, 

AS WELL AS FOR HIMSELF. 

2. SO FAR AS THE U.S. IS CONCERNED, THE REMARKS CONTAIN 
UNACCEPTABLE SOVIET FORMULAS RELATING TO INTERNATIONAL 
AFFAIRS, SUCH AS THE CONTENTION THAT "THERE IS NO MORE IM- 
PORTANT TASK THAN THE TRANSFORMATION OF DETENTE INTO AN 
IRREVERSIBLE PROCESS" (BUT THE MEANING AND CONTENT OF 
"DETENTE" REMAIN UNDEFINED) AND THE PRAISE FOR POLAND'S 
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EFFORTS "TO ENSURE THAT THE BELGRADE MEETING MAY YIELD 
POSITIVE RESULTS AND PROCEED IN A CONSTRUCTIVE ATMOSPHERE" 

(I.E., WITHOUT ANY SUBSTANTIVE REVIEW OF IMPLEMENTATION 
OF THE PROVISION OF THE HELSINKI FINAL ACT). ALSO OB 
JECTIONABLE IS THE PARTY COLORATION, SUCH AS THE USE OF 
THE TITLE "COMRADE" AND THE ASCRIPTION TO THE PARTY, 

AS WELL AS TO THE GOVERNMENT, OF ALLEGEDLY IMPRESSIVE 
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PLANS FOR SOCIO-ECONOMIC PROGRESS IN POLAND. WE IN THIS 
EMBASSY DO NOT AGREE THAT THE POLISH AUTHORITIES HAVE 
"(CREATED) EXCELLENT CONDITIONS FOR THE ACCOMPLISHMENT 
OF OUR MISSION. (THEY HAVE NOT, FOR EXAMPLE, FULFILLED 
THE COMMITMENTS THEY UNDERTOOK UNDER THE PL-480 AGREE- 
MENTS TO FACILITATE THE ACQUISTION OF PROPERTIES 
AND PREMISES FOR DIPLOMATIC HOUSING. MORE SIGNIFICANTLY,, 
THE REGIME TAKES A REPRESSIVE ATTITUTE TOWARDS MANY 
RELATIVES OF U.S. CITIZENS OR PERMANENT RESIDENTS WHO 
APPLY FOR EMIGRATION PASSPORTS. 

3. IF PILOTOVICH GETS AWAY WITH THIS SPEECH, HE CAN BE 
EXPECTED TO BECOME EVEN BOLDER AS HIS DEANSHIP PROGRESSES. 
(HE ALSO SPEAKS IN THE NAME OF THE CORPS AT THE NEW YEAR'S 
RECEPTION TRADITIONALLY GIVEN FOR CHIEFS OF MISSION BY 

THE CHAIRMAN OF THE COUNCILOF STATE.) I BELIEVE IT 
WOULD BE A MISTAKE IF THIS CLEAR PERVERSION OF THE TRADI- 
TIONAL ROLE OF DEAN OF THE DIPLOMATIC CORPS WERE PER 
MITTED TO PASS UNCHALLENGED. 

4. THE EMBASSY'S COUNTRY TEAM HAS GIVEN EXTENDED CON- 
SIDERATION TO THE COURSE OF ACTION WE SHOULD FOLLOW. 

5. WE HAVE ELIMINATED AS ALMOST SURELY INEFFECTIVE 
THE POSSIBILITY OF A QUIET APPROACH TO PILOTOVICH BY 

A SMALL GROUP OF COLLEAGUES WHO OBJECT TO THESE REMARKS. 
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SINCE HE HAS ALREADY DISTRIBUTED THE TEXT, WE BELIEVE 
IT IS QUITE OUT OF THE QUESTION TO HOPE THAT HE OWULD 
CHANGE ANYTHING UNLESS THERE ARE SANCTION AND THESE 
ARE SPELLED OUT. SUCH AN APPROACH WOULD, IN ANY CASE, 

IMPLY READINESS ON THE PART OF THE OBJECTORS TO ENTER 
INTO A NEGOTIATION ABOUT THE LANGUAGE OF THE TEXT. IT 
WOULD BE DIFFICULT TO WIN SUCH A NEGOTIATION, SINCE 
THE SOVIET APPROACH COULD BE EXPECTED TO BE ONE OF 
TRADING A CONCESSION HERE FOR THE RETENTION THERE FO A 
SOVIET FORMULA. DEALING WITH TWO OR MORE WESTERN AMBAS- 
SADORS, PILOTOVICH, OR HIS AGENT, WOULD BE IN A POSITION 
TO PLAY ONE OFF AGAINST THE OTHER OR OTHERS. MOREOVER, 

I HARDLY TRUST PILOTOVICH TO FULFILL ANY OBLIGATION PRE- 
SUMABLY UNDERTAKEN IN SUCH A NEGOTIATION. 

THE WESTERN AMBASSADORS WHO PARTICIPATED 
IN THE NEGOTIATION MIGHT BE CONFRONTED WITH A CHOICE 
BETWEEN WALKING OUT OF THE PREMIER'S RECEPTION OF RE- 
MAINING AND TACITLY ACQUIESCING IN A DOUBLE-CROSS. IF 
WE SHOULD BE APPROACHED WITH THE PROPOSAL THAT WE NE- 
GOTIATE, OUR POSITION SHOULD THEREFORE BE THAT IT IS THE 
RESPONSIBLITY OF THE DEAN TO PRESENT US WITH A DRAFT 
TO WHICH NONE OF US OBJECTS; IT IS NOT OUR RESPONSIBILITY 
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TO HELP HIM WRITE SUCH A DRAFT. 

6. THE NATO AMBASSADORS ARE SCHEDULED TO HOLD THEIR 
REGULAR MONTHLY MEETING JULY 13. 1 AM NOT SURE HOW THEY 
WILL REACT TO THE PILOTOVICH TEXT. I AM EVEN LESS SURE 
HOW THEIR GOVERNMENTS WILL REACT. I AM AFRAID THERE 
WILL BE A TENDENCY TO SHRUG IT OFF. IF THERE IS A POS- 
SIBILITY OF MOBILIZING OTHER GOVERNMENTS, I THINK WE WILL HAVE 
TO TAKE THE LEAD. 
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7. 1 SHOULD LIKE TO RECEIVE AUTHORIZATION TO SEND MY 
NATO COLLEAGUES ON JULY 1 1 A PROPOSAL THAT WE RESPOND TO 
PILOTOVICH’S DRAFT BY SENDING HIM AN IDENTICAL LETTER OF THE 
FOLLOWING CONTENT. 

BEGIN TEXT. A. EXCELLENCY. B. UPON 

THE INSTRUCTIONS OF MY GOVERNMENT, I MUST INFORM YOU 
THAT I PROTEST THE CONTENT AND TOME OF THE REMARKS YOU 
PROPOSE TO MAKE AT THE RECEPTION WHICH THE CHAIRMAN OF 
THE COUCIL OF MINISTERS OF THE POLISH PEOPLE S 
REPUBLIC 

WILL ORGANIZE ON JULY 21. THOSE REMARKS DO NOT REFLECT 
IMPORTANT POLICIES AND POINTS OF VIEW HELD BY MY 
GOVERNMENT, BUT APPEAR TO BA A CLEAR AND UNILATERAL 
EXPRESSION OF THE POLICY OF YOUR GOVERNMENT. THUS, THEY 
SEEM INAPPROPRIATE AS THE EXPRESSION BY THE DEAN OF THE 

DIPLOMATIC CORPS AT WARSAW OF VIEWS WHICH CAN BE SUBSCRIBED 
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TO BY ALL HIS COLLEAGUES, REPRESENTING, AS THEY DO, 

GOVERNMENTS WITH DIFFERING IDEOLOGICAL AND POLICY VIEW- 
POINTS. 
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C. MY GOVERNMENT HAS UNDER CONSIDERATION THE ACTION IT 
MAY TAKE IF YOU DELIVER THESE REMARKS AT THE JULY 21 
RECEPTION, INCLUDING THE POSSIBILITY OF PUBLICIZING THIS 
PROTEST. 

D. I AM TRANSMITTING A COPY OF THIS LETTER TO HIS EX- 
CELLENCY THE NINISTER OF FOREIGN AFFAIRS OF THE POLISH 
PEOPLE S REPUBLIC. 

E. ACCEPT, EXCELLENCY, THE REPEATED ASSURANCE OF MY 
HIGH ESTEEM. END TEXT. 

8. I WOULD ALSO SEND A COPY OF THIS PROPOSAL TO MY 
FRENCH COLLEAGUE, WHO HAS ASKED MY OPINION OF PILOTOVICH'S 
DRAFT, AS WELL AS TO OTHER COLLEAGUES WHO MIGHT BE EX- 
PECTED TO BE INTERESTED. I SHOULD ANTICIPATE TAKING 

THE INITIATIVE IN DISCUSSING IT ONLY WITH MY NATO COL- 
LEAGUES. LEAVING IT TO OTHER RECIPIENTS TO GET IN TOUCH 
WITH ME OR - OR NOT TAKE - OTHER ACTION, AS THEY 
SEE FIT. 

9. 1 SHOULD URGE MY NATO COLLEAGUES TO CONSULT THEIR 
GOVERNMENTS AND BE PREPARED ON JULY 13 TO TAKE POSITIONS 
ON THE PROPOSAL. IT IS FOR THIS REASON THAT I WOULD AP- 
PRECIATE RECEIVING THE DEPARTMENT'S INSTRUCTIONS, IF 
POSSIBLE, BY THE OPENING OF BUSINESS WARSAW TIME JULY 11. 

10. IF DESPITE THE PROTEST. PILOTOVICH PROCEEDS TO DELIVER HIS REMAR 
KS 

WITHOUT CHANGE, I BELIEVE THAT VOA SHOULD CARRY FOR THREE DAYS 

RUNNING, FOLLOWING JULY 21, THE TEXT OF THE 

LETTER OF PROTEST. IF HE MODIFIES HIS REMARKS, WE COULD 

MODIFY THE VOA BROADCAST ACCORDINGLY. IT IS, HOWEVER, IM 
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PORTANT THAT THE FACT OF THE PROTEST NOT REMAIN A WELL- 
KEPT SECRET AMONG THE PROTESTING GOVERNMENTS, THE POLISH 
REGIME, AND THE SOVIET GOVERNMENT. ONLY THROUGH CARE- 
FULLY CONSIDERED PUBLICITY CAN PILOTOVICH BE RESTRAINED 
IN THE FUTURE. MORE IMPORTANTLY, ONLY THROUGH PUBLICITY 
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CAN THE POLISH PEOPLE BE MADE AWARE THAT THERE ARE SOME 
GOVERNMENTS WHICH DO NOT ACCEPT WITHOUT DEMUR THE IN 
SIDIOUS PERVERSIONS OF LANGUAGE AND OTHER HYPOCRISIES 
REFLECTED IN PILOTOVICH'S REMARKS. 

1 1 . UNLESS A BOYCOTT SHOULD BE THE DECISION OF A CON- 
SIDERABLE NUMBER OF WESTERN GOVERNMENTS - A STEP I 
SERIOUSLY DOUBT THEY WILL CONSIDER TAKING - I THINK 
IT WOULD BE WRONG TO ABSENT MYSELF FROM JAROSZEWICZ'S 
RECEPTION. SUCH A BOYCOTT WOULD INEVITABLY LEAD TO RE- 
CRIMINATIONS IN THE POLISH PRESS AND AN ATTEMPT TO BRAND 
THE BOYCOTTERS AS COLD WARRIORS. THE NATURE OF THE OFFENSE 
IS NOT, I THINK, SUFFICIENTLY GREAT TO WARRANT THIS. 

IF THE DEPARTMENT APPROVES THE COURSE OF ACTION 
OUTLINED ABOVE, I FEEL I COULD ATTEND THE RE- 
CEPTION WHILE MAINTAINING THE DIGNITY OF THE UNITED 
STATES GOVERNMENT.
